The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: All 
previous rejections are withdrawn in view of applicants arguments in the 
response filed 08/27/20009. The affidavit filed 09/22/2009 has been accepted. 
The claims are free of the prior art based on the patient population being treated.
